Washington, 
Nov. 
11.— Expressing 
the fear that the interior department 
will recommend the indenting of the 
Cunningham Alaskan coal land claims, 
which he believes to ne fraudulent. 
Gifford Pinchot has appealed to the 
president to allow him to submit a 
brief before any such action is given 
executive approval. 
Mr. Pinchot has written a letter to 
the president in which he says: 
“ It is, unfortunately, impossible to 
look with confidence to the officials of 
the interior department 
for an un­ 
biased judgment in this matter and it 
is ( lear that the protection of the pub­ 
lic interest in these Alaskan coal lands 
must depend direct!* upon the pres 
ident himself.*' 
Secretary 
Ballinger's 
connection 
with these claims, which have been 
before tile interior department sin* e 
he 
was 
commissioner 
of 
the 
land 
office, precipitated the so called Bal- 
linger- Pinchot 
controversy 
and 
the 
congressional inquiry of the interior 
department and 
tile forest 
service 
which resulted therefrom. 
The letter also bears tile signature 
of the former forester’s brother. Amos 
Pinchot. 
Following is the text of th 
letter to tile president, which is sent 
from New York city: 


Pinchots Apprehensive. 


“ The taking of testimony to deter 
mine the validity of the Cunningham 
claims has long since come to an eud 
anti the recommendation of the irate 
rior department to patent or not pat 
ent the claim s doubtless will be made 
before long. 
There is reason to ai* 
-prehend that this recommendation will 
be favorable to the Cunningham claim ­ 
ants. 
The attorney for Mr. Ballinger 
in the printed brief submitted in be­ 
half of the secretary of th* 
interior 
said: 
** ‘Moreover, an examination of the 
record of the Cunningham hearings, 
and which is a part of the record in 
this case, reveals not only that the 
statements of Cunningham are true 
but that the Cunningham claim s are 
not 
fraudulent, 
hut 
honest 
claims. 
This is not Staten for th" purpose of 
having 
this committee 
consider the 
question of the honesty or good faith 
of these claim s for the purpose of de­ 
cision or determination, but is stated 
solely that the committee see no per­ 
jury could he committed by Cunning 
nam, and that Mr. Ballinger by no 
possibility could have understood these 
claim s to be fraudulent, for the rea 
son that, as a matter of fact, they 
were not 
fraudulent, but 
good 
and 
valid claims. 
The evidence of all the 
claimants, except one who is dead, 
has been taken 
in 
the Cunningham 
hearings and is now on tile. 
It shows 
conclusively that none of the claim ­ 
ants entered into an agreement prior 
to location or prior to the initiation 
of entry for 
consolidation 
of 
their 
claim s.’ 


Represents Ballinger’s Opinion. 


“ It is difficult to avoid * he conclu­ 
sion that these deliberate assertions 
made by the attorney for Mr. Ballin ­ 
ger represent the opinion of the lat­ 
ter, reached* after the evidence was 
all in. that tho claims are valid and 
should be patented. 
“ It is true that Mr. Ballinger has 
lefuscd to act himself in behalf of the 
government, on the ground that he 
formerly represented the Cunningham 
claimants, and accordingly has turned 
over all responsibility to his assist­ 
ants. 
Nevertheless, this 
unqualified 
endorsement cf the claims through his 
attorney can scarcely fail 
to 
have 
groat moral weight with his subor­ 
dinates. 
For them to render a de­ 
cision adversely to the claim s would 
not only lend support 
to criticism s 
heretofore made against the depart­ 
ment, but would 
amount to 
taking 
direct issue with their chief. 
“ In view' of these facts it is, unfor­ 
tunately, impossible to look with con­ 
fidence to officials of the interior de­ 
partment for an unbiased judgment. 
If tile decision of the interior depart 
ment should be to patent the Cunning­ 
ham claims no appeal to the courts 
would be possible. 
•‘According to the testimony of rep­ 
resentatives 
of 
the 
Morgan-Guggen- 
heim syndicate, 
who long have as­ 
serted a half interest in the Cunning 
ham claims, their ultimate value is in 
the neighborhood of $25,080,000; 
but 
the Ipss to the people of the United 
fkati'. that would follow the issue ol 
patents is by no means limited to an* 
such sum. 
Although the government 
would receive but little more than $50,- 
000 for claim s worth millions, a deci­ 
sion favorable to the claimants would 
not merely result in an unjust'bable 
loss to the public at large. 
It would 
also establish a precedent which might 
admit to patent other illegal claim s 
outside of the Cunningham groin 
i q 
the additional value of many millions 
of dollars. 
“ W h ile we recognize that the law 
under which these patents are ^sought (

unfortunately places such limitations 
uiKin the area which can be embraced 
in any one entry as to hinder develop 
ment of Alaska coal lands, it is never 
theless obvious that the remedy does 
not lie in patenting unlawful claims 
It is of the highest importance that 
the government’s coal field iii Alaska 
should not be illegally acquired by an* 
individual or syndicate, but should be 
held in the public domain until legis 
lation is obtained which will at once 
protect the people’s interest and pro­ 
vide a fair opportunity for develop 
n:<*nt. 
'Because of the attitude of the in­ 
terior department and of the peculiar 
circum stances of this cas-*, it is clear 
that the protection of the public inter­ 
est in these Alaskan coal lands must 
depend 
directly 
upon the 
president 
himself. 
W e are advised by counsel retained 
for the purpose of reporting on the 
Cunningham record that the testimony 
of 
the 
claim ants 
themselves shows 
abundantly and conclusively that the 
claims are fraudulent, and that they 
were made in violation of th** statute 
designed to prevent monopoly. 
“ Among 
the 
recent 
indictments 
found against claim ants for coal lauds 
in Alaska there are none relating to 
claims in the Cunningham group.” 
In conclusion the Pinchots request 
that, in case the interior department 
should decide in favor of patenting the 
claims, the president will allow them 
to si.binit for his consideration a brief 
before making a decision as to wheth­ 
er or not he will permit his signature 
to lie affixed to the patents.

torney, who umpired the game 
Young testified that Munk was mak­ 
ing interference and was a few yards 
in front of the scrimmage line, when 
McCoy came up to the W est Virginia 
captain, striking 
him in 
the 
head. 
Munk fell to the ground unconscious 
and Young ordered McCoy from the 
game. 
The autopsy held at the coroner’s 
office disclosed the fact that M unk’s 
death was caused by a bloodclot at 
the base of his brain and could not 
have been the result of a former in­ 
jury.

Washington, Nov. 14.— Another rec- 
»rd has been established in tne com­ 
merce of the United States. 
Exports of foreign merchandise for 
the fiscal year of 1910 were the larg- \ 
est on record. 
They were valued at j 
$35,000,000, an increase of $10,000,000 
over 1909 and $7,000,000 over the pre­ 
vious high record mark, established 
in 1903. 
Even with the large increase shown 
foreign 
merchandise 
contributes 
a 
very small proportion of the total ex 
ports from tile United States. 
Thus 
of the $1,745,000,000 wortn of exports 
during 1910 foreign merchandise con­ 
tributed $35,000,000, or 2 per cent of 
the total. 
This condition is in marked 
contrast with that obtaining in the 
commerce of the United Kingdom. Of 
the exports of that country in the year 
which ended with June. 1910, aggre­ 
gating $2,402,000,000, $487,000,000, or 
20 per cent of the total, represented 
the value of foreign and colonial mer­ 
chandise ex erted . 
These relatively 
large exports 
of 
foreign and colonial merchandise from 
the United Kingdom are due in part 
to her geographic position as the in­ 
sular center of a great empire, w'ith 
colonies and dependencies for which 
she serves in some degree as a dis­ 
tributor of their products to the mar­ 
kets of the world, and in part to lier 
large 
imports 
of 
raw 
materials. 
Freights to the United Kingdom are 
also com paratively low, for the reason 
that the chances of obtaining return 
cargoes at British ports are more fa­ 
vorable 
than 
elsewhere. 
Moreover, 
for certain articles tile large British 
ports have been for years the ter­ 
minals of traditional trade routes. 
Tile principal articles imported into 
I he United States and subsequently 
exported to foreign countries without 
undergoing a process of manufacture 
are india rubber, hides and skins, art 
works, fruits and nuts, fibers and tex­ 
tile grasses, lead bullion, cane sugar, 
wrapper and other leaf tobacco, lead, 
cotton and lumber.

Govcrrm ent Officials Believe People 
Favor “ Dry Zone." 


Washington. Nov. 14.— Officials 
of 
the interior department are inclined 
to believe that the “ wets” in Northern 
Minnesota affected by the order of the 
government prohibiting the introduc­ 
tion of intoxicating liquors int** the 
“ Indian country” will 
get 
no relief 
from congress. 
“ It is my opinion," said an official, 
“ that seven-tenths of the people of 
the state approve tin* order. 
I be- i 
lieve, furthermore, that no Minnesota 1 
senator or representative could be in­ 
duced to offer a bill providing for the 
abrogation of the treaties under which 
we are operating.” 
The government is looking for liti­ 
gation in connection with the liquor 
situation in the Indian country. Some 
weeks 
ago 
representatives 
of 
the 
brewers said that rh** base would be I 
taken into the courts in event that the 
secretary of the Interior exercised his 
full authority under th** Indian trea­ 
ties. 
In one of 
these 
instruments 
then* is no mention made of beer or 
other fermented liquors. 
The treaty 
mainly prohibits tho introduction of 
“ spirituous 
liquors ” 
This 
means j 
"beer,” according to some government 
offic ials. 
It does not mean beer, ac­ 
cording to the brewers 
In tile reports of I tie commissioner 
of internal revenue beer is listed un­ 
der the head “ fermented liquors.”

According to the physician Senate.' 
Clay's death resulted from dilation oI 
the heart, superinduced 
by arterial

torium here on Nov. I to take a rest 
cure.

Shipment 
to Bemidji Saloon 


Men Held Up. 


Bem idji, Mini)., Nov. 14.— Two cars 
of beer, a carload of whisky and half 
a dozen casks in transit, for which no 
order was issued to stop shipment, ar­ 
rived in Bem idji, but w ill not be de­ 
livered to the saloon men to whom it 
was consigned. 
This is the first act to show the 
liquor dealers what the full force of 
tile government’s latest blow means 
to them and the men to whom this 
liquor was consigned are stunned and 
disappointed, having figured that by 
adding this supply to their stock on 
hand they would be able to continue 
in business for at least half of next 
year. 
The Bem idji brewery, a substantial 
modern brick plant financed by prom 
inent business men of Northern M in­ 
nesota, has ignored the no shipment 
order in so far as the manufacture of 
its beer is concerned and instead of 
curtailing bas taken just the opposite 
course, 
it.; force lias been added to 
and within the past forty-eight hours 
it has taken in four carloads of choice 
barley. 
There is such variance of opinion 
among the Bem idji saloonkeepers as 
to the exact effect on the liquor busi­ 
ness of the latest federal interference 
that the proposed mass meeting wilt 
probably not be held. 
Many of the 
retailers insist there^ has been no or 
der to close them up and that they 
will continue to do business at the 
same oh1 stand and in (he same old 
way. 
Others, 
however, realize 
th* 
force of tile new order and frankly 
admit that their loom is sealed. 
Most saloon men say that if the or 
der is enforced they have a supply 
that will last from six weeks lo a 
number of months.
